One of the most controversial aspects of this case has been 
the assertion by the Israeli Governaent that it had no prior 
knowledge either cf my activities en their behalf or the 
allegedly unauthorized behavior cf their own intelligence 
operations.

national. Although this erbarrassir.g zyps ci ciscoverv has 
previously occurred, both parties very often resolved their 
differences cuisrly through diplc-ari: cr administrative 
channels, neither state vishiac tc precipitate a cause celebre, 
which night put at risk acre substantive aspects of their 
relationship.

It sight be instructive to remember that, unlike nest 
mercenaries, I had no blackmail threat which could be directed 
acair.se r.e. Ir. fact, the classical roles of compromised agent 
arc manipulative handler were actually reversed in this affair, 
and if ar.y parry were 'vulnerable tc extortion, it was the Israeli 
Government, wrier, politically hai s crest deal tc lose if my 
activities were discovered. Thersfcre, if I were simplv 
mcciv £ -sc by creed, I should have exacted a King's ransom for my 
services each tine a delivery was -ads to the Israelis. That I 
did net demand an increasing amount of money during this 
operation should indicate that my ideological convictions were 
fundamentally genuine. 

When all is said and done, though, I did accept money for ay 
services. That fact has a way cf suggesting the worst kind of 
motives in a spy, a sptcLss not generally well regarded to becin 

- e - , ever. idealistically-ir.r lined spies cannot exist cr. 
altruist cr sheer stamina for very long because cf the rate at 
whirr they tend to deteriorate fror fear, exhaustion., and a 
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guilty conscience. Unlike an agent operating behind enemy lines, 
I knew what I was doing was wrong and constantly tried to keep my 
spirits up by reminding »yself that the information I was 
providing Israel was essential to its survival. But, in the 
absence of any conventional yardstick by which I could determine 
r.y absolute worth to the state, I accepted the payments as a • 
reflection of how well I was doing cy job.
